Judging: Flowers by 
Experts in Show to 
be Held Saturday. 


“Its not the size so much as the 
color” that counts in the 
judging 
of the dahlias which will be entered 
in the dahlia show to be held by the 
Gettysburg Flower 
Club, 
Saturday 
afternoon at 2 o’clock in the store­ 
room of the Hotel Gettysburg annex, 
officials of the club stated today. 
It is predicted by members of the 
club that the dahlia show this year 
will be the largest flower show ever 
to have been held in Gettysburg. This 
deduction is reached after a careful 
census of the flowers available for ex­ 
hibition purposes which abound in the 
gardens of local growers, 
and 
as 
many have signified their intentions 
tot entering blooms in the exhibit, it 
is expected that several hundred flow­ 
ers will be shown. 
In addition to the $26.50 in prizes 
which have been announced 
in the 
collum na of The Gettysburg Times, a 
new class has been added for flowers 
grown b^ children between the ages 
of 8 and IO years for which Fred 
Faber has offered first and 
second 
prizes of ll and OO cents respectively. 
Experts To Judge 
The flowers will be judged by two 
experis, Dr. Norman Keefer, of Mont 
Alto sanatorium, who is an authority 
on fine flowers and who will have a 
display which is expected will occupy 
at least 20 square feet and include 
some of the finest 
blooms 
to 
be 
grown. 
His exhibit as well as the 
ones by a Duncannon firm and also 
the owner of a dahlia farm at Ham­ 
mers’ will not "be entered for com­ 
petition, but for display purposes only. 
That size will be but a small fac­ 
tor in judging the flowers was de­

FARM WEATHER REPORT 


PENNSYLVANIA 44 
WHEAT YIELDS BIG 
CROP FOR FARMER 


P. W. Grube Garners 39 
And a Quarter Bush­ 
els to the Acre From 
New Brand of 
Grain. 


Pennsylvania “44”, the latest brand 
of wheat to have been propagated for 
commercial purposes and 
which is 
now being tried by several farmers 
of Adams county, has vindicated itself 
itself, at least in the opinion of P. 
W. Grube, of Gettysburg Route 9, 
who had an average yield of 39 and 
a quarter bushels from four and a 
half acres. 
The brand of wtrear dtxmvered 
chance about five years ago by a 
student from Pennsylvania State Col­ 
lege nourished and cultivated by him 
has grown in small quantities by a 
seed firm in Lancaster, and sold to a 
small group of farmers. 
Mr. Grube, 
one of the first farmers of the county 
to sow the wheat, had just enough 
to sow the four and a half acres this 
year and from this small start his 
yield was over 154 bushels. 
In the same field with the Pennsyl­ 
vania 44 were grown eight acres of 
“American Wonder,” and the yield 
from this stand was slightly less than 
an average of 27 bushels to the acre. 
The demands for the new grade 
have been so abundant 
that 
Mr. 
Grube had trouble in saving enough 
of his yield for seed purposes. 
He 
stated that the stalks are longer and 
that the heads are fuller than any 
other brand which he has sowed in 
recent years.. 
The seed takes its name from the 
number of the experimental plot in 
which it wes first sown at the State 
College. 
The first head was care­ 
fully sown and marked by the stu­ 
dent finding the first head, and the 
second year the entire yield was large 
enough for him to sell two bushels of 
the grain to several farmers who aid­ 
ed in the propagation. 
The returns 
from this planting were large enough 
for the rapid spread of the grain to 
other farmers throughout the state, 
until now the brand is fast gaining 
in popularity with the growers. 
The grain was threshed by Paul 
Ginter, who lives 
on 
Gettysburg 
Route 8.
